DIVORCE DECREE 
GIVEN MRS, COREY 


Nevada Court Acts on Testi- 
mony of Plaintiff, Who Tells 
“ Story of Steel King’s 
Estrangement. 


DART FOR WEALTHY MEN. 


Sister of Respondent Asserts He 
Is Not Fit Person for Custody 
of Son, Who Is Awarded 

to Mother. 


Reno, Nev., July 30.—[Special.]—A divorce 
‘was granted today to Mrs. William BE. Corey, 
wife of the president of the United States 
Steel corporation. The action was taken in 
the Second District court of Nevada, sitting 
in this city, after Mrs. Corey and several 
witnesses had testified in her behalf. Corey 
was represented by counsel, but made no con- 
test. 

The case was submitted without argument, 
and the jury, which was out only a few min- 
utes, took but one ballot. 

No mention was made of Miss Mabelle 
Gilman, the actress, whose name has figured 
in many sensational stories with that of the 
steel magnate. 

It was published recently that Corey as 
soon as he was free would wed a wealthy 
New York woman whose aims were social 
rather than domestic, but who asserted that 
if her name-was connected in any way with 
the divorce proceedings she would refuse 
to carry out the agreement. 


Plaintiff in Tears. 

Mrs. Corey was.in tears when told that 
whe had’been given a divorce and the custody 
WF her 16. year old gon, Allan Corey. She 
drove at once to her home on Riverside cv>- 
nue, where she says she will continue to re- 
side, 

An interesting feature was the testimony of 
Miss Addie Corey, sister of the respondent, 
‘who appeared for Mrs. Corey. She sald ;: he 
did not cdénsider Corey or any other wealthy 
New York men as proper custodian gt a 
boy of Allen’s age. 

TL@ question of alimony was not intro- 
duced. Mrs. Corey made an intere<ting ad- 
mission, however, touching upon this phase 
of the case, stating that in May, 1906, sey- 
eral weeks before her petition for divorce 
was filed, she negotiated, through her attor- 
neys, a financial settlemient with her hus- 
band She was not asked what the nature 
of this settlement was. 


Mrs. Corey Tells of Estrangement,. 

“Tam a resident of Reno, Nev.;” said 
Mrs. Corey when placed on the stand, “ and 
the wife of William Ellis Corey, the defend- 
ant in this action. We were married on 
Dec» 1, 1883, at Pittsburg, Pa., and lived 
together until May 1, 1905. At that time 
my husband déserted me‘and went to New 
York. I followed him and held a conversa- 
tion with him in the Hotel Lorraine. It was 
there that he told me he had decided to live 
apart. He said it was impossible for us 
to live happily together and that I never 
would see him again. He stated that he 
intended going to Burope for several months. 
There was no scéne. I talked with him 
about the matter and urged him again to 
resume his placé in our home, but he re- 
fused. I have never seen him since.” 

Mrs. Corey added that she came to Reno 
for her health and that she had no intention 
of bringing an action for divorce at the time 
she took up her residence in Nevada. She 
stated that she selected Reno upon the ad- 
vice of her sister-in-law, Miss Addie Corey; 
that they considered this place their future 
home and expected to live here in the fu- 
ture. She stated that she was best suited 
for the custody of her son and asked the 
court to place him fn her care. 


Affected While Telling Story. 

Mrs. Corey was visibly affected while teil- 
ing her story. She testified without evasion 
and in a clear voice. Her attorneys feared 
she would collapse, as her health has sutf- 
fered since the separation. 

In his opening statement her attorney, J. 
R. Redding of New York, stated that she hai 
been driven to a separation and the divorce 
proceedings by the sensational stories 
printed in the newspapers. 

‘Is it true that newspaper notoriety was 
the principal factor in your separation from 
Mr. Corey and is responsible for this divorce 
proceeding?’ asked Benjamin Curler, anoth- 
er of her attorneys. 

‘Such is not the case. The stories that 
may have appeared in the press had nothing 
to do with it,” said Mrs. Corey. 


Miss Corey Sustains Witness. 

Miss Addie Corey, sister of the respondént, 
was an interesting witness. She corrob- 
orated Mrs. Corey’s statement thmt Corey 
had deserted his wife, and told how she and 
her aged mother had made several ineffectual! 
attempts to effect a reconciliation, Her 
brother. she said, had lost sight of his home, 
being absorbed in business and>infatuated 
with the fast life of New York. 

‘*Do you consider Mr. Corey a proper cus- 
todian for his son?’’ she was asked. 

“J do not,”’ she replied. 

“ Why?" 

‘* Por the reason,’’ she said, *‘ that he is not 
a proper person for his son to associate with. 
He has no home, ‘and his associates are not 
fit companions for a young man of Allan’s 
age. I do not think any New York man is fit 
to have charge of a boy of his age.” 

“Do you mean all New York men, Miss 
Corey?” continued the attorney. 

‘“T mean wealthy New York men.” 


Witnesses Establish Residence. 

Allan Corey stated that at the time of the 
parting his father called him to his office 
and told him he had decided to part from his 
mother. 

“He said I was too young to understand 
the reasons. He then said that my mother 
was a good woman end that my place was 
at her side.” 

Several witnesses were introduced to es- 
tablish the residence in Nevade of the plain- 
tiff, all being citizens of Reno. 

At the conclusion of the trial Attorney Sar- 
dis Summerfied of Reno stated that his 
client, William E. Corey, was as anxious 
for the decree of divorce as his wife. 

“4¢ the decree ts. granted,” he seid, ‘‘ Mr. 
Corey will be entirely satisfied. He has con- 
sented to the divorce. This understanding 
between Mr. 
Mrs. Corey was reached some time ago.”

Mrs. 8, H. Chidester of Evergreen 


Park Takes Control Herself. 


PUSHES THE MOTORMAN OFF, 


Three Coal Wagons Are Smashed 
Along South Halsted Street. 


Mrs. 8S. H. Chidester of Evergreen Park 
proved she was a speedy and spectacular, if 
not a cautious, “‘motorman’”’ yesterday. 

She came into Chicago in the morning to 
visit old friends, near the stockyards, and 
late in the afternoon she started homeward, 
having in mind a Grand Trunk railway train 
outgoing which would stop at the Grand 
Trunk station at Forty-ninth street at a 
certain moment, and carry her on to Ever- 
green Park. 

It was with this distinct plan in mind that 
she hailed a south bound Halsted street car at 
Thirty-ninth street. It proved to be a little 
later than allowed for a comfortable, leis- 
urely trip to the railway depot, and Mrs, 
Chidester no sooner had boarded the car 
than she began to urge the motorman to 
hasten, explaining how urgent was her de- 
sire to reach Evergreen Park promptly. 


Motorman Deaf to Entreaties. 

The motorman was No. 516. He had his 
own views about the running of trolley cars 
in Halsted street. He was not deeply im- 
pressed with the Evergreen Park suggestion. 

At Forty-first street the car stopped to 
allow a teamster to make up his mind 
whether and how soon he was going to get 
off the tracks. Mrs. Chidester grew nervous, 
but restrained herself with fair success. 

At Forty-third street it took two old men 
a little longer to get on than seemed neces- 
sary, and Mrs. Chidester went out on the 
front platform to further impress upon the 
motorman the importance of catching her 
train. 

Motorman No. 516 distinctly told his pas- 
sengers that running cars was his profession 
and that he required no advice. 


Hurls Mocking Man from Car. 

Mra Chidester was now furious. She told 
the other passengers in the car.that she was 
going to “ get No. 516's job’ if it took hers 
month. For this the moterman gave her @ 
derisive laugh. 

Then. before the motorman realized what 
had happened, his lever was in a pair of ae- 
termined feminine hands and he was running 
along in the rear trying to overtake the car 
of which he had recently been In charge, 

His speed was scarcely a match for the 
flying car, Which now was making a record 
run. Barring shocks to the nerves of other 
passengers and the débris of a few wagons 
ecattered along the way, the filght, ending at 
Forty-ninth street, was entirely successful. 

Stops were made neither for crossings nor 
fot passengers to get on or off. Three 
teamsters were given. new ideas about the 
rights of the road and three coal wagons, on 
which they were “riding when the car struck 
them, are faid up today for repairs.

Bo 
unnerved was he over the premonition that 
he tried in vain to get a substitute to take 
his place on the run which proved a fatal 
one, fer him. 

Moore awoke suddenly a week ago Sunday 
night and arose from his bed ghastly pale. 
His wife, startled from her sleep, asked him 
what the trouble was. 

“©, T have had an awful dream,’’ he said, 
‘‘and I can’t sleep any longer. It seemed 
fo me that I was being cut to pieces and 
that I was dying.”’ 

The dream was so vivid that it prayed upon 
his mind. His next run on the Northwestern 
was scheduled for Saturday night last, but 
hé did not want to take it for fear of an 
accident. The train was held twenty minutes 
for him while he made a last effort to geta 
substitute. It being Saturday night, he was 
unable to find an available man, so he took 
charge of the train himself. At Rochelle he 
stepped off the caboose and started across 
the tracks to the depot, when he was struck 
by another train and killed. 

Moore was 35 years old. He will be buried 
at Clinton, Ia., today.

OF FEDERAL JOB. 


Lieut. Gov. Sherman Refuses 
to Be Tempted Again by ~* 
Cullom’s Men. 


DIDN’T ‘MAKE GOOD’ ONCE. 


Yates Supporters Active in His 
District; Mayor and Carey 
Confer. 


Lieut. Gov. Lawrence. Y. Sherman, who 
already has ground for a breach of promise 
suit against Senator Cullom, Senator Hop- 
kins, John Ames, William A. Northcott et 
al. of the federal organization, has been 
tempted with a second proposal from the 
game gay deceivers. 

This time Mr. Sherman, ripe in the experi- 
ence gained last year at the stare fair, refused 
to be cajoled. This is not the lieutenant gov- 
ernor’s first “ season,’’ and being no longer 
an innocent and coy young person he has 
learned to cast the eye of suspicion and dis- 
trust on the blandishments of men. 

He was offered another federal appoint- 
ment last week by the men who promised 
to connect him with the interstate commerce 
commission, where he was to have the posi- 
tion vacated by former Gov. Joseph Fifer of 
lilinois. 

The fact that the second appointment was 
offered is admitted. What it was to.be is 
not disclosed and may not have been to d5..er- 
man, but it is thought to have been an attor- 
neyship in connection with a federal com- 
mission, 

Deaf to Further Cajolery. 

Mr. Sherman said “no” right off the bat 
to this second proposal from the men who 
abused his trusting confidence in the matter 
of the interstate commerce commission. fo 
will not sue for breach of promise on that 
incident, but he will not lend the willing 
ear to further cajolery. 

Reports from Sherman's congressional! dis- 
trict. the Fourteenth, have not filled the 
Cullom managers with unbounded confidence. 
They have learned that the Yates managers 
are making a fight in Sherman’s own county, 
McDonough, which promises bad news, and 
that in several other counties the situation 
is even worse. 

Sherman's ability to carry his district for 
his own purposes never has been questioned, 
and to the federal organization it seemed 
like ingratitude for the man to whom had 
been promised a nice federal appointment to 
neglect the interests of the promisers there. 
To be sure, the position was not given him, but 
it was a good promise. 

It was thought that Mr. Sherman might 
show more agility in the cause if he were 
made another promise, and therefore the 
Cullom managers made it. Mr. Sherman 
gave them one reproachful look and declined 
to consider It. 


Randall Shows Hand by Letter. 

A complete explanation of the game now 
being played by the Randall-Jamieson-Bra- 
den republicang in the Sixth ward is carried 
in the letters now being sent out by Mr. Ran- 
dall, incidentally under the letterheads of 
the board of assessors. Mr. Randall is a 
candidate for county treasurer. 

Here is what Mr. Randall says of his own 
candidacy: 

“ You were kind enough to sign my peti- 
tion and pledge me your support for renomi- 
nation for the office of assessor. If I secure 
@ majority of the delegates from the Sixth 
ward I will be renomfnated. If I do not se- 
cure a majority of the delegates and Mr.

There is nothing in the letter, and there is 
nothing in anything Mr. Randall says else- 
where, to indicate that he is a candidate for 
county treasurer, and yet that is the office 
for which he is running:

By this means it is 
expected to head off criticism which might 
follow the election of municipal convention 
delegates in the dark. 

Dunne and Carey Confer. 

Mayor Dunne and Tom Carey took up a 
discussion of politics during the day, but ex- 
plained afterwards that the subject was the 
general one of harmony for the primaries 
and did not relate to mayoralty affairs 
Mayor Dunne was asked if he wasa candidate 
for renomination, and replied:

CHARGES AGAINST MANN CITED 
BY STATE SENATOR PARKER. 


Opponent of Congressman Issues State- 
ment to Second District Voters Sum- 
marizing Accusations. 


State Senator Francis W. Parker sub- 
mitted yesterday to the voters of the Second 
congressional district, where he is a candi- 
date against Congressman James R. Mann, 
a statement giving a résumé of the charges 
he has brought against his opponent and 
of the answers and defense he alleges the 
congressman has made to each.

**T have said that Mr. Mann is a member 
of the Lorimer-Jamieson-Braden-Porter- 
Randall machine—he admits it; that they 
form the backbone of his political support— 
he admits it; that his victory will be their 
victory—no one denies it. 

“T have said that he is a member of the 
Aldrich-Elkins-Lorimer political group at 
Washington, whose delay of great remedial 
legislation like rate regulation and pure food 
and activity in passing pro-trust legislation 
Itke the ‘ Elkins-Mann ’ anti-punishment and 
the packers’ ‘immunity bath ’ bills threatens 
the success and even existence of the repub- 
licam party.

YATES PROPOSES JOINT PROMISE 
AS TO PRIMARY VOTE. 


Under Arrangement Proposed One Re- 
ceiving Fewer Ballots Next Satur- 
day Would Retire Finally from the 
Contest—Meeting a Whirlwind of 


Enthusiasm for the Ex-Governor,” 


More than 1,500 People Present 
Bishop Samuel Fallows Speaks. 


Richard Yates challenged Senator Cullom 
last evening to stand by his assertion that 
he is “ just going to leave it to thepeople.”’ 

“There are a dozen or fifteen questions 
that I have been propounding:to Senator Cul- 
lom during the last two weeks,’’ said the 
former governor at a meeting in Oakley 
hall, Oakley avenue and West Madison street. 
“Now I am going to ask him a new one. 


Here it Is: 

** Senator Shelby M. Cullom, will you, I do- 
ing the same, stand on some platform in the 
city of Chicago and pledge the people of 
Chicago that if I get more votes than you 
do next Saturday. you will withdraw from 
the senatorial contest? 

**I have received no answers to my former 
questions and I predict that I shall receive 
no answer to this. But I read every day in 
newspapers controlled by Cullom that‘ he’s’ 
just going to leave it to the people. If that 
is the case is it not the reasonable thing to 
withdraw if he fails to win the approval of 
the people? Is it not fair? I think it is.”’ 


Whirlwind of Enthusiasm. 


The meeting was a whirlwind of Yates en- 
thusiasm. More than 1,500 people crowded 
into the little hall, filling the seats and clog- 
ging the aisles, and listening with unflagging 
attention through two solid hours of speech- 
making. 

An unexpected feature of the meeting was 
the presence of Bishop Samuel! Fallows, who 
preceded the former governor and gave him 
the most enthusiastic indorsement the can- 
didate has received from any Chicagoan. At 
the close of the meeting Col. Jules Lumbard, 
the “‘ war time minstrel,’’ sang ‘‘ America,”’ 
much to the delight of half a dozen civil war 
veterans in the front row. 

In his speech the former governor laid 
special emphasis on his plea for recognition 
from Chicago voters in return for his aid to 
Gov. Deneen in the republican state con- 
vention of 1904. 


Yates’ Claim on,Chicago. 

“IT am in the city of Chicago tonight,” he 
said, ‘‘ because I think my friends havesome 
claim on this city. 

“‘At the republican state convention in 
1904 I had some friends. I even had some 
delegates. And on the seventy-ninth ballot 
in that convention 404 of them voted, at my 
request, for Charles 8. Deneen. When they 
did that my friends did more to bring about 
what Chicago wanted in. state politics than 
you here in Chicago did in ten years. 

‘Moreover, I make this assertion: When 
my 404 delegates voted at my request for 
Deneen I did more for Chicago than Senator 
Cullom has done in his lifetime. Shelby M. 
Cullom was in full control in Hlinois politics 
from 1876 to lsvv and has had power over a 
faction of the party during the ten years 
since then. Although he has had this power 
for thirty years, he has never helped Chicago 
to get or have a governor. 

“Chicago had a governor in 1876. . His 
hame was John L. Beveridge. He was a 
Christian gentleman, as well as a ‘good 
soldier, and he was a good governor. He 
deserved a renomination, and by all the 
laws of politics it was his right.

ITALIAN CONSTRUCTOR PLANNING 
TO ECLIPSE BIG WARSHIP. 


Col. Cuniberti, Chief Builder of Em- 

; manuel’s Navy, Gives Bare Hint of 
Forthcoming Fighting Craft That 
He Premises Will Reut Anything 
That Floeate— Declares Japanese 
War Proved Inmefflicacy of 12 Inch 
Guns.

LONDON, July 30.—Accoréing to an article 
contributed by Col. Cuniberti, chief con- 
structor of the Italian navy, to a new issue 
of Janes’ Fighting Ships ‘for 1906-07 Italy 
is building a battleship which is as great 
an advance on: the Dreadnought, as the lat- 
ter was on its predecessors. 

The Dreadnought itself, it is contended, 
was bared on ideas that Col. Cunibert!i con- 
tributed to Janes’ Fighting Ships for 1903, 
but Col. Cuniberti, who is perhaps the greatest 
living warship designer, holds the Russo- 
Japanese war proved twelve inch guns ex- 
ceedingly unsatisfactory. It is deduced that 
he regards the Dreadnought as not being of 
the type best calculated to succeed in modern 
naval warfare.

-The force of the plank 
snapped the ladder and the upper half of it 
tumbled in a heap below. 

The two men found themselves marooned 
high up with only a plank two feet wide 
to stand on. They crie@’for help for what 
seemed to them days. About 5 o'clock 
the other workmen around the plant walked 
into the chimney ground level and heard tbe 
cries of the two prisoners. 


Big Crowd Gives Advice. 


News of the men’s plight spreads quickly. 
Soon a large crowd was at the bottom of ine 
big flue. All sorts of schemes for getting 
them down were adv anced. 

While the crowd was collecting, among 
them members of a fire company, the ma- 
rooned men were trying to help themselves. 
They made their shirts into a thin tape line 
and lowered it 154 feet to the bottom of the 
chimney. With this they drew up an inch 
rope, their idea being to slide down on it 
on the inside after throwing one end of it 
out the top of the chimney and having it 
anchored to something soiid. 


Rope Sticks, Won’t Budge.: 

But whem they threw the end over the top 
of the chimney it stuck in the soft concrete 
and would not budge either way. 

When the men had got the rope they 
thought themselves all right and dropped 
their shirt made Hne. Their knives went 
with it. 

They were nonpluse@ for a minute. Then 
they began making another thin line out of 
their undershirts. With this they drew up a 
fishline, then another inch rope. They suc- 
cessfully threw this out the top of the chim- 
ney and the end Was fastened to a railroad 
track on the ground. 

The men in turn slid down the rope, but 
badly burned their hands in doing so.

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RUSH FOR SALOON PERMITS | 


KEEPERS HURRY TO AVOID FAIL- 
URE UNDER HARKIN LAW. 


Ordinance Limiting Number of Bars 
Goes Into Effect Tomorrow-0 Mice 
Bulldings and Proposed Hotels May 
Be Without Buffets Under Meas- 
wre’s Previsions—7,174 Applica- 
tions Granted Up to Last Night, a 
Decrease Over Last Year. 


Until Chicago’s population nearly doubles 
it apparently will be impossible for the city 
to issue any more saloon licenses after today, 
The Harkin saloon Mmitation ordinance goes 
into effect tomorrow, and the saloonkeepers 
who want to start in businese before the law 
bars them out were busy yesterday. Many 
of them personally took their applications 
to have them appreéwed by the police. 

There are nearly 200 applications in the 
hands of the pity collector to be examined, 
Unless these are approved by tonight no 
licenses can be issued. There have been 
7,147 saloon licenses issued up to last night, 
of which 6,889 were renewals, seven for the 
full year, and 778 new saloons. Last year 
the total number of saloon licenses was 8.097. 


Lewis Uncertain Regarding Question. 

New office bundings under construction in 
the loop district may have to get along with- 
out bufféts unless the licenses prove trans- 
ferable. Corporation Counsel Lewis was 
asked for an opinion on this matter, He 
sidestepped the question. George Eckels, at- 
torney for the Commercial National Bank 
building, called on the attorney. He ex- 
plained that in the new bank structure pro- 
vision had been made for a buffet, but that 
it would not be completed until after the 
limitation ordinance had barred all future 
saloons. Eleven large buildings in the dowr- 
town district are in a similar predicament. 
The proposed Otto Young hotel, the proposed 
Beifeld hotel, and the proposed Sebree hotel 
are in the number. 


Speculate on Bar Licenses. 

**On the other hand, if exceptions are made 
in favor of these big office buildings it is 
likely there will be considerable complaint 
by a great many persons in outlying dis- 
tricts who also have made advance applica- 
tions for saloon licenses without havihg their 
saloon bulldings ready.”’ 

A combination—-recently formed among 
saloonkeepers, politicians, distillers, and 
brewers to corner as many of the saloon 
licenses available and sell them after today 
has met with some succecs. 


FUGITIVE MOTHER AND TWINS 
WILL BE DEPORTED TO RUSSIA 


Absence of Judges Prevents Immigra- 
tion Authorities from Delaying Ac- 
tion—Faces Peril by Riots. 


Four federal. judges, on their vacations, 
rrobably are responsible, through the s!- 
multaneous absence from the city, for the 
deportation this morning of Mrs. Czarne 
Feierstein and her 8 year old twins to Rus- 
sia, whence they fled, in terror of the riots, 
less than a year ago. i} 

The three had been admitted to the United 
States on the perjured affidavit of a man 
who claimed Mrs. Feierstein was his mother. 
As soon as the family passed at Ellis isiand 
he eloped with the eldest daughter and dis- 
appeared. This left the mother helpless, 
and she was trated to Chicago by the immi- 
gration authorities and arrested. 

Then Probation Officer Minnie Jacobs, who 
had become interested in the case, under- 
took to find a federal judge who could stay 
the summary deportation proceedings, a local 
society having indicated its willingness to 
give bonds guaranteeing that Mrs. Felier- 
stein would not become a public charge. 
Courtrooms and chambers in the federal 
building were all closed, and Migs Jacobs 
spent the afternoon in an unsuccessful hunt 
for the absent four at their homes. An in- 
junction alone could stop the authorities.

Mayor Announces Plan. 

The mayor @uring the afternoon announced 
that the double platoon system would be in- 
augurated in the fire department beginning 
with the First battalion. 

‘To do this it will be necessary to appro- 
priate seventy-two out of the 129 new fire- 
men provided for by the finance committee 
last April. 

These 129 men were especially provided— 
one\for each engine company in the city— 
to give each member of the department an 
additional twelve hours off each week—mak- 
ing twenty-four hours instead of twelve hours 
that he could spend with his family, ‘pro- 
viding he had-« family. 

The mayor, under the advice of the political 
element which is backing the two platoon 
systems, has disregarded the action of the 
finance committee, which was approved by 
the council, and without as much as a “ by 
your leave " has helped himself to the extra 
firemen. He has left fifty-three men to be 
divided among the 118 companies not includ- 
ed in the first battalion. 

The double platoon system will be a fine 
thing for the 176 members of the first bat- 
talion, who will each have twelve hours 
off every day. 

The remainder of the 1,800 members of the 
fire department will have to worry along 
without their extra half day a week. 


Aldermen Stirred by Act. 

“The mayor had no authority to establish 
or inaugurate the double platoon system at 
this time,”” said Chairman Frank I. Bennett 
of the finance committee. “‘ The council 
voted down an ordinance providing for the 
double platoon system on the recommenda- 
tion of the finance committee, because there 
was not money enough to establish it and 
because most of the firemen did not want it. 
This action ts clearly in opposition to the 
will of the council. The extra men were 
provided for a specific purpose—to give each 
engine company an additional man, so that 
all the firemen would get an additional twelve 
hours off each six days. There is no author- 
ity for using these men for any other pur- 
pose. 

“I ‘don't know what the council will do 
about it. It d@es*not meet until fall. [am 
not prepared to say whether I personally 
shall take any action until I have looked 
into the matter more closely.”’ 

Snow Criticises Mayor. 

Ald. Snow, another member of the finance 
committee, said: 

“The 129 men were provided for by an es- 
pecial appropriation by the inance—one man 
for each engine company—to give the firemen 
an 
matter was gone into to considerable length 
by the contmittee. Different.committees of 
firemen appeared and the majority of them 
favored the extra day rather than the two 
platoon. A few agitators in the department 
are clamoring for the double platoon sys-~- 
tem, but a canvass of the men will show that 
a majority of them do not want it and this 
actién of the mayor is forcing it on them.

The taxe@s are for last year except in the 
case of the Rookery, which is for back taxes 
and forfeitures. The taxes on the Rookery 
sie amount to nearly $25,000 a year and the 
city only gets an income of $35,000 a year 
from the leasehold, This as well as the 
Franklin street site is school property. The 
city does not own the site of the engine house, 
but under the lease ig responsible for the 
taxes. 

Despite his unusua redicament, Col, 
Lewis turned over to Mie assessors a long 
list of property belonging to railroads that 
he held, should be taxed as real estate and 
not as trackage, for the reason that it was 
not used for railroad purposes. It included 
twenty brick buildings and fourteen wooden 
buildings and the colonel thinks they will 
add to the city’s net revenue $50,000 a year in 
taxes. 

Lewis After Steel Company. 

Col. Lewis went before the board of review 
and asked to have the assesement of the 
Illinois Steel company advanced $3,500,000. 
The company’s personalty valuation was 
fixed by the assessors the same as last year 
—$3,518,000. The corporation counsel thought 
that the reviewers should increase the full 
cash valuation onthe real estate in South 
Chicago by $2,000,000 or $2.500,000 and the 
buildings “ which the company had erected 
on land filled in without warrant from the 
city”’ an additional $250,000, with the re- 
mainder of the increase he asked for on the 
company’s personalty in the Rookery. At- 
torney W. D. Haynie told the reviewers that 
the corporation paid taxes to the amount of 
$123,000 a year, and he coneidered that 
enough. The matter was taken under ad- 
visement. . 

The board confirmed the assessors’ valua- 
tion of the personalty of the Chicago Edison 
and Commonwealth Electric companies at 
$12,045,000, a gain of $500,000 over last year.

DELINQUENTS OUT ON PAROLE. 


Twelve Boys from the St. Charles School 
_, Are Liberated by Judge Tuthill 
Pending Good Behavior. 


Twelve boys, brought to Chicago yester- 
day by C. W. Hart, superintendent of the 
state school for delinquent boys at St. 
Charles, were paroled by Judge Tuthill, who 
is president of the board of trustees of the 
school. 

The boys had been taken from the con- 
gested Polish and Italian quarters of the 
city, and al “were brown and healthy. One 
mother, who was in Judge Tuthill’s eourt- 
room, expressed concern lest her boy had 
been fighting as she regarded an eye that 
was swollen almost shut. 

“ No, that’s where I was stung by a bee,”’ 
the boy explained. 

Judge Tuthill said that from pigeons, which 
the boys usually made their first pets, they 
had turned to bees, and that almost every 
boy at the school had his hive of bees. 

“At St. Charlee the boys have a real 
chance to enjoy out of door life,’’ the judge 
said, ae the last of the parents left the court- 
room. ‘* Each boy has his garden. He can 
harness a horse or milk a cow. AW of the 
boys paroled today understand farm work 
and have been taught to read, write, and 
spell. . Several of them could not do any of 
theme things when they were sent out.”’ 


WANTS TO TEACH THE BLIND. 


Frank H. Rittenhouse Applies for Use 
of Charts Kept in Schools for 
the Sightless. 


Frank H. Rittenhouse, 35 years old, a blind 
coffee merehant living at 1494 Thirty-fifth 
street, sought permission from President Rit- 
ter of the board of education yesterday for 
the charts for teaching the blind to read at 
the three schools for the blind. 

“I was stricken blind two years ago,” said 
Mr. Rittenhouse. “And since then have 
found my only pleasure in reading the books

A man who learned of the presence of the 
children in Burns’ apartment in the after- 
noon notified their parents. At the first word 
the mothers and others gathered on the 
stairs and entered the room. Burns. seeing 
them at the door, escaped by a rear entrance 
and reached the street, but there he was 
stopped. The women struck him with fists 
and feet. Mrs. Tenny had procured a whip, 
and with it she struck him across the face 
several times. — 

George Bowes,.a saloonkeeper at Fulton 
and North May streets, arrived at this time 
in a buggy. Burns was powerless to defend 
himself and the crowd was growing every 
moment. 

“ Here”’ Bowes said. “ Get in and Pll take 
you to the depot, where you can getaway. 

Burns was near the buggy, and, breaking 
away from the women, reached it and threw 
himself on the seat. Bowes Whipped the 
horse’ and it started south to Lake street 
and’ then east to Desplaines, the crowd fol- 
lowing. ; 

Crowd Pursues the Buggy. 

John Tenny, fathet of one of the girls, ar- 
rived home just as Bowes and Burns started 
away in the buggy. He followed and goon 
was inthe vanofthe pursuers. He was una- 
ble to overtake the horse and buggy, but 
continued in the chase, hoping for an acci- 


| dent -that would delay Burns. 
As Bowes turned the horse south again on. 


reaching Desplaines street, Burns jumped 
from the buggy, ran past the police station, 
and turned west. Detectives Mulvihill, 
O'Malley, White, and Mahoney were on the 
stairs at the front of the station, and they 
hurried after Burns when Bowes shouted to 
them to arrest him.

Again and again it is discovered that ice 
cream is being manufactupged and sold by 
tenement children which is being prepared 
daily in the most awful surroundings by chil- 
dren whose hands were never clean and who 
frequently were aMflicted with skig troubles 
which could not by any poseibility escape 
being transmitted, although possibly in a 
minor fashion, to the ice cream which is sold 
everywhere in the tenement district, and 
which ts gulped down so eagerly by the little 
children. 

Disease Thrives Among Poor. 

It is no wonder that when disease does 
start In among’*these poor children they. die 
like filles. ‘There has been no race suicide itn 
their family. The children swarm every- 
where. -They would overrun the city if it 
were not for the fact that the moftality 
among the children of the very poor under 
the age of 10 years is fearful. They ‘eat 
contaminated food, they wear contaminated 
clothes, they breathe contaminated air, and 
the wonder is they Ifve at all. 

It sounds radical to talk of prohibiting all 
kinds of manufacture in tenement houses, 
and yet this is the thing people are coming 
to suggest with greatest earnestness—not 
so much for the sake of saving the grown 
people. for they are tough and seem to 
thrive upon these disagreeable conditions— 
but it is the children whose lives and futures 
are at stake. If they are to grow up under 
such conditions they are more than Hkely 
to be physical and mental degenerates. 

To prevent this, and to strike at the root 
of the lowest and meanest kind of child 
labor, it is becoming almost ‘an article of re- 
ligion among, charitable workers that the 
tenement must be what it wae intended to be 
—@ living place only—and that the law must 
step in more and more to prevent the min- 
gling of the home.and the shop. Adequate 
supervision Is being maintained now over the 
factories, to a certain extent at least, but 
the workers ought never to be allowed to 
carry om processes of manufacture for any- 
thing except domestic use in places where 
they are not subject to official inspection. 


Points Out Dangers. 

The New’ York commissioner of labor, P. 
Tecumseh Sherman, who was appointed after 
a long fight successfully made against his 
predecessors, in summing up the question 
of tenement manufacture, said: 

“The dangers from tenement made goods 
do not all come from the unhealthy or un- 
Some ar- 
rive from the character and habits of the 
occupants. In the typical tenements, which 
house a comparatively sickly and unclean 
class of our population and which swarm 
with children, ordinary infantile and certain 
other contagious diseases, not to mention 
vermin, would remain endemic. 

‘Consequently, all materials worked on 
therein would be more or less liable to in- 
fection, notwithstanding that the ‘buildings 
be sanitary, clean, well ventilated, and un- 
crowded. The policy of forbidding any work 
in all tenements is a solution of this prob- 
lem, towards which the majority of those 
who have studied it are tending. But to it 
there are strong theoretical and legal ob-

Washington, D. C., July 30.—[Special. ]—

on July 21 last. 

The commission made arrangements to ex- 
amine 8,886 applicants, and during the week 
ending July 28 2,240 sets of examination 
papers were received, and 680 of these were 
rated. 

On Saturday. last fifty-one eligibles were 
certified to the department of agriculture as 
qualified for appointment. By the end of 
this week it is expected by the commission 
that all the examination papers will be re- 
ceived and rated. .

Track Gardener Is Pat Through 
Strain of Sweatbox Examination, 
but Refuses to Change Story of Fire 
in His Home—Physician After an 
Examination Declares He Is Men- 
tally Unsound—Waver on Story of 
Hearing Shots. 


John L. Voss, the truck gardenér accused 
of murdering his wife and firing his ow 
house to hide the crime, is proving one of 
the most puzzling prisoners the police have 
had to deal within years. After putting him 
through several degrees of the sweatbox last 
night, Assistant Chief Schuettler and Lieut. 
Collins’ of the Irving Park station, admitted 
that the crime would be most difficult to 
prove and that the man’s story formed a re- 
markably clever defense. 

The subject of his sanity was inquired into 
by the police, and they learned that two 
weeks ago Dr. Carl Beck and Dr. O. L. De- 
witz had examined him at the request of his 
wife. Incipient paresis and alcoholic neuritis 
were discovered. 


Declared Mentally Unsound. 

‘We decided,” said Dr. Dewitz, “ that the 
man was not mentally sound, and that his 
condition might become worse at any time. 
The asylum for the criminal insane is the 
place for him.” 

The puzzling feature to the police is that 
the man tells things about his relations with 
his wife that are damaging, as well as other 
details. He admits that he quarreled with 
his wife on Saturday morning and that he 
had asked her to get a divorce. He admits 
also that he was jealous of F. L. Wieder- 
man, an aged neighbor, to whom his wife 
used to go with her troubles. 


Adheres to First Story. 

But on the matter of the fire the prisoner 
does not vary a jot in his original story that 
he and his wife went to bed i: separate 
rooms, and that he knew nothing of the fire 
until the smoke woke him up. He says his 
wife must have had an epileptic fit while in 
the summer kitchen, and that the lamp ex- 
ploded. The neighbors wavered in their 
story of hearing shots fired.

FOIL MOB AFTER NEGRO FIEND. 


Slayer of Mother and Two Children 
After Attempted Assault Put 
Safely in Jail. 


Washington, Pa., July 30.—Two attempts 
were folled today to lynch Elmer Dempster, 
a negro, who last night killed Mrs. Samuel 
Pearce and her two children and mortally 
wounded a third child at Canonsburg, Pa., 
after an attempted assault on Mrs. Pearce’s 
little daughter. At midnight all was quiet. 

While Dempster was being brought hither 
a mob pulled him and the officers from a car, 
but the latter fought off the lynchers at their 
pistol points. Here a crowd of 300 gathered 
to mob Dempster, but he was spirited into 
the jail. 

Dempster admitted tonight that he killed 
Mrs. Pearce and the children. 

He cleared up another murder mystery, 
which led to the arrest of two other negroes, 
who are charged with the murder of John 
Koboda, a wealthy foreigner. He was found 
dead in a clump of bushes along the Wabash 
railroad tracks in Independence township on 
May 1. 

Dempster confessed that he had served 
time in Allegheny, Fayette, and Westmore- 
land counties and twice before in Washing- 
ton county. 


Negroes Gather to Stop Lynching. 

Mound City, UL, July 80.—[Special.]—A 
mob.of more than 100 residents of Ullin and 
Mounds tonight at Cairo attempted to lynch 
‘Sam " McDonald, a negro, arrested today 
by Pulaski county officers, suspected of the 
murder of Homer Morris, a white man. at 
a negro picnic near Ullin, on Saturday night. 
Deputy sheriffs hustled the negro between 
freight cars and led him through gback 
streets to a livery barn, where they secured 
horses and a wagon and drove to Mound 
City. Fully 200 negroes gathered at Mounds 
to prevent a lynching. The prompt escape 
with the prisoner probably prevented a 
bloody battle. McDonald is accused of giv- 
ing another negro a revolver with which 
Morris was killed, because he refused to let 
them ride free on a merry go round.

GOURDAINPANTSFORGORE 


CHALLENGES FORMER PARTNER 
TO DUEL WITH PISTOLS. 


“You Shoot Awhile and Then I'll Be- 
gin,” He Says te John H. Dalton, 
Who Was Convicted with Him for 
Operating a Lottery — Story Is 
Vouched For by the Mysterious Mr. 
Coakley, Who Is Working Hard as 
Press Agent. 


“ At last vill-yan! I challenge you to fight 
a ‘jewel.’ Your t-i-i-me has come! ”’ 

Louis A. Gourdain, convicted lottery shark 
—the man who has won fame by “ trying” 
to break into the Joliet penitentiary, hissed 
these words into the ears of his former part- 
ner, John H. Dalton, whom he had enticed 
into a room in the Grand Pacific hotel Sat- 
urday afternoon. | 

He slammed down on a small table two 
magazine pistols, folded his arms like «a 
.tragedian, and exclaimed Gramatically: 

* Choose your weapon! One, perhaps both, 
of us never will leave this room alive!” 

Dalton, who was convicted with Gourdain 
for running a lottery game, managed to es- 
cape. Later he appeared before the district 
attorney and asked for Gourdain’s arrest. It 
was almost a chance for Gourdain to attain 
his wish and get back behind the bars, but 
he is still at large. 

Gourdain would not deny or confirm the 
story yesterday, but it is given on authority 
of a mysterious Mr. Coakley, who has been 
Gourdain’s companion—and presse agent—for 
several months. 


Automobile Starts the Trouble. 

It appears that Gourdain, when he went 
to Joliet to break into the penitentiary, left 
his aujomobile with Dalton, having no 
further use for the material things of life. 
He changed his mind and after returning to 
his luxurious quarters at the Auditoripym 
Annex took his auto car back without con- 
sulting Dalton. 

Dalton, who is Gourdain’s bondsman, was 
displeased with this. He talked bravely 
about what he would do to Gourdain when 
he saw him. He said he would surrender him 
to the authorities. They met in the lobby of 
the Grand Pacific hotel and Gourdain, in 
honeyed voice, invited Dalton to come up to 
his.room. He has apartments at both hotels. 

On reaching a large room on the fourth 
floor Gourdain produced his magazine pis- 
tols. Dalton says he saw him put three 
steel jacketed bullets into one of the pistols. 
This Gourdain handed to Dalton. He put 
one bullet in the other and retained it. 


Invites Dalton Shoot First. 

“ Now, you shoot awhile,’ Gourdain said, 
according to the story, “‘ then I'll begin.’’ 

Dalton ran to the door. It was locked. 
He looked out of the window. No fire es- 
cape. 

‘‘Coward!’’ said Gourdeimn. “ Here, take 
both guns if you're afraid. Shoot awhile. 
Then I'll take my turn. I want to be per- 
fectly fair.”’ 

Dalton grabbed the weapons and made 
his escape—how, is not disclosed. He came 
running into the federal building a few min- 


into the office of Marshall Hoy. He shouted 
to Deputies Middleton and Joseph Buckner 
that he wanted to surrender Gourdain. He 
produced the two revolvers and told his 
story. 

“ Don't send a deputy marshal,” advised 
Dalton. “ Gourdain would shoot him on 
sight.”’ 

‘*T'll go and get him,”’ said Thomas Middle- 
ton, the oldest deputy marshal in the office. 

‘*No, never mind,” shouted Dalton, bran- 
dishing the pistols and rushing out. “I'll 
bring him back, dead or alive.”’ 

He rushed out and the next day it was 
reported that he and Gourdain had been seen 
drinking together in a downtown buffet.

It is not likely that the Eng- 
lish designed uniforms will have longer 
vogue than the English designed clothes 
ordinarily do. The American is pretty apt 
to like Americangpatterns as much as the 
Londoner does the work of his own metro- 
politan tailor. The dude, of course, will 
be unique everywhere and will be governed 
by no rules The ordinary man is the one 
most valuable to a tailor in the long run. 


KILLED BY STREET CARS. 

A report of the coroner on the fatalities 
resulting from street car accidents calls 
attention to the steady loss of life which 
attends the daily movement of population 
in Chicago. The statistics.of a period of 
nineteen months were examined with the 
result that it is shown that 225 individuals 
have been killed. There has not been 
much publicity attached to such accidents, 
because the effects have been felt: locally, 
where the family of the victim was 
known, and because the deaths have oc- 
curred singly, as a rule, and there has not 
been that startling of the city which came 
when the dreadful Iroquois fire stirred 
every one. And yet the coroner thinks 
that his administration will show almost 
as many deaths from car accidents on the 
streets as resulted from the catetul theater 
fire. 

In some instances, though not so many 

as the traction companies ,wotld like to 
make out, death is the result of inexcus- 
able carelessness on the part of the indi- 
vidual. Many persons are reckless in get- 
ting on and off cars. In other‘cases trac- 
tion employés are criminally negligent or 
are unskilled in their business. If it were 
not for stupidity or bad training street 
cars would not collide at crossings so fre- 
quently as they do. 
The coroner and the traction companies 
agree that one great cause of accidents is 
the defective equipment of the roads. The 
coroner does not undertake to explain why 
it is defective, but the companies do. 
They ascribe it to their uncertain tenure 
of the streets and their depleted finances. 
They say that if they had a more secure 
tenure they could supply equipment that 
would eliminate many of the features 
which cause loss of life. 

There is no question that if the city and 
the companies had arrived at an agree- 
ment two or three years ago the roads 
would have had better rolling stock. 
There would have been more cars and less 
of the overcrowding, which is accountable 
for many accidents. The lack of a perma- 
nent arrangement is. not the only cause of 
defective equipment. Another cause is the 
neglect to make repairs which there is 
money 0 make, and which are imperative- 
ly required for the safety of the public. 
There have been several serious accidents 
on Union Traction lines because of the 
bad condition of the roadbed. There was 
one last Friday in which eleven perso.s 
were injured. It is the manifest duty of 
the traction companies while negotiating 
with the city to do all they can to keep 
their plants in good order. As their cars 
are getting old it is their duty to inspect 
them with special care. This they have 
, failed to do. ° 

Every case of death arising from a 
&treet car accident should be investigated 
thoroughly, so that the exact cause may 
be determined beyond doubt. The recom- 
mendation of the coroner that the police 
codperate more effectively than at present 
in the collection of evidence should be 
heeded. It should be ascertained in every 
instance whether the company was why»l- 
ly, partially, or not at all to blame. 

The recommendation of the coroner that 
the council shall pass ordinances to com- 
pel the companies to install up to date 
equipment and give the public safe service 
is excellent. He.does not mean that the 
council shall pass futile ordinances against 
overcrowding cars but that it shall make 
an agreement with the companies under 
which they can be compelled to put on 
good cars and enough of them. There can 
be such an agreement. if Mayor Dunne 
will cease from troubling and give “I. M. 
0.” a rest and if the companies and the 
eouncil drop unreasonable demands and 
find a fair, honest basis for settlément. 
As long as the companies run their cars 
under existing conditions and are collect- 
ing millions annually from the public they 
should be compelled to keep their tracks 
in better order than those on North State 
street, to operate every car which is in 
good shape, and to replace reckless with 
cautious motormen. : 


A DEDICATION TO LABOR. 

There is something almost pathetic im the 
plan of a-firm believer in the cause of union 
labor to devote his lisping ehild to the bet- 
terment of the race as such betterment may 
be secured through faithfulness to the ideals 
of labor. With religious rite and solemn 
ceremony this future knight is to be formal- 
ly dedicated to a cause held dear by his 
parents. 

« The story reminds one forcibly of the un- 
relenting hate of Hamilcar, which led him to 
place* his 9 year old son, Hannibal, upon 
the altar and make him swear eternal en- 
mity to Rome, the great foe of Carthage. 
Or, again, there is thought of the familiar 
30th of Hannah, who dedicated the boy 

amuel to Jehovah, taking him to the tem- 
ple in his early childhood and watching his 
development as, day by day, he grew up into 
manhood and into a place of responsibility 
and power. 

No doubt it recalls to many a father and 
mother the hopes and aspirations which 
have centered about their children. Many 
a father has had his heart beat fast with 
high hopes that his son might have better 
advantages than he, might secure more 
commanding place in the world than he, 
might accumulate more wealth than he. 
Many a mother bas prayed and wept over 
her children as she has dreamed of their 
possibilities in the opening future. It is no 
new thing, this decision of the parents to 
give their child to some sacred cause. It is 
the oft repeated story of human affection 
and human hopes. 

The pathos of ‘it all is that no one can 
forecast the future of an individual. The 


often shattered as the boy drifts away to 
the city to seek @ precarious living as a 
lawyer or physician, when he might have 
freedom and wealth on the farm. It is only 
the few among the thousands of Elkanahs 
and Hannahs that have the joy of seeing 
their Samuels realize the lofty ideals of 
parental aspiration. 

The failure of boys whose fond parents 
baptized them with high sounding names has 
long since been an American joke,: as 
“ Wash ” and “ Link” or “ Tom” have oc- 
cupied the plane of mediocrity or sunk even 
beneath that, stil] carrying with them the 
appellations reminding of Georgé Washing- 
ton, Abraham Lincoln, or Thomas Jeffer-. 
son. The public dedication of a baby may 
be but one step in a series that shall lead 
to the exaltation of a future champion of 
the oppressed. Or it may furnish ammuni- 
tion for future shots from boy and girl com- 
panions, which will wound with the most 
intense pain of childhood’s darts. The 
proposition has its interest as showing the 
devotion of people for a cause. There is no 
one who can prophesy the position of the 
boy a score of years hence, when the de- 
mands of manhood are made upon him. 


UNPRECEDENTED PROSPERITY. 

Everything shows the wonderful pros 
perity of the United States. That build- 
ing interests are prospering is plain to 
any observer, this being true not alone 
of the cities but of the smaller places. 
Iron and steel are reported by the 
mercantile agencies to be on exception- 
ally strong financial basis. @ advance 
orders indicate that the business will con- 
tinue good for at least a year to come. 
The only limitations to the field of build- 
ing operations are the enhanced cost of 
materials and the high rates demanded by 
labor. 

Every farmer in the land ha his face 
wreathed in smiles. The Hessian fly, and 
the army worm, and other disturbers of 
his peace cannot make the «mile come off. 
The weekly trade review says, “ Underly- 
ing the confidence in the future course of 
business are the magnificent crop pros- 
pects and the prosperous agricultural] in- 
terests.” In this day of urban activity 
some may be disposed to underrate the 
importance of the farmer, but it is a pret- 
ty safe hazard that when the agricultural 
interests are prosperous other business 
conditions feel the upward impulse. 

The movément of freight is reported to 
reach a tonnage never before recorded, 
this telling of the increasing wealth of the 
rail and lake carriers. What is true of 
the central west, and especially of the ter- [| 
ritory immediately tributary to Chicago, is 
also true of the whole country. The car- 
riers everywhere are rushed to the limit tod 
meet their responsibilities in a time of 
overwhelming good fortune. 

To be more specific, the reviewers of 
trade say that the examination of the re- 
ports of business during the first half of 
1906, now practically complete, show 
clearly that the six ‘months made the 
“‘most prosperous period in the history of 
the nation.” There is the even more 
pleasing assurance that, “unless heavy 
cancellations occur the last half of the 
year will establish a still higher record.” 

Such statements make the vacation pe- 
ridd a good time to think of the gratitude 
which every American should feel because 
his lines are cast in such pleasant places, 
With peace as the motto in our Interna- 
tional .relationships and prosperity the re- 
port from every domestic industry the 
prophet of ill finds small chance ‘for his 
lamentations, while.the man who loves to 
tell of his country’s greatness and glory 
has an unprecedented opportunity. —

lowed himself to be induced by the king to 
consent to become chairman of the royal 
commission for the reform of the war de- 
partment, and it is to him that the English 
people are indebted for the abolitionof many 
of the most crying abuses of those Augean 
stables of the government administration. 
For a time Lord Bsher was secretary of the 
government board of works, and it was this 
that first brought him into such close con- 
tact with the king. But he hae long since 
severed his connection with that branch of 
the service, and is generally understood to 
have become one of the partners of wir 
Ernest Cassel, the Anglo-German banker 
who financed the Nile dam in Egypt. Tuite, 
however, is.merely a matter of belief and of 
gossip. For Lord Esher keeps his own 
counsél, and he is not the sort of man to 
whom people are apt to address questions 
that are indiscreet. 
~~ 


Lord Esher first entered public life at the 
age of 26 as private secretary to the duke of 
Devonshire, then the marquis of Hartington, 
and for nearly a decade Reggie Brett, as he 
was known in those days to his friends, not 
only enjoyed the confidence of his chief but 
likewise did much of his ministerial work, 
the duke being the most indolent of men. 
As the duke was at the head .of the war 
department during the Egyptian campaign 
and the Soudan expedition, Lord Nsher had 
plenty of opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with all the ing and outs of the war depart- 
ment, which, according to many, he virtually 
“ran” in those days, the duke leaving almost 
everything to him. 

But it was certainly not his fault if the 
army sent out from England to relieve and 
rescue Gen. Gordon in 1884 did not reach 
Khartum in time. Every conceivable ob- 
stacle was placed in the way of its dispatch 
by Mr. Gladstone, who was reluctant to the 
last to waste any more English lives or treas- 
ure upon Egypt, and there is no doubt that 
Lord Esher’s withdrawal of his political 
allegiance from the Grand Old Man was 
largely attributable to his attitude in this 
particular respect. For Lord Esher wae one 
of the closest and most intimate friends of 
| China Gordon, who had nursed the viscount’s 
brother on his deathbed, and among the most 
valued of all Lord Eshér’s possessions in his 
charmi home tn the Windsor forest are a 
number of keepsakes presented to him by the 
Phero of Khartum. 
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The home in question goes by the name of 
Orchard Lea, and the late Queen Victoria, 
who had known both Lady Besher and him- 
self from their childhood, was wont 
during the last ten years of her life to often 
drive over from Windsor castle to visit them 
and to take tea at Orchard Lea. 

It is somewhat rare for the favor of one 
sovereign to be continued to an individual by 
the succeeding occupant of the throne. But 
Lord Esher stands quite as high in the con- 
fidence and regard of King Edward as he 
did in that of Queen Victoria. One of the 
most striking proofs of the value which the 
present ruler of the British empire attaches 
to the viscount’s judgment, tact, and dis- 
cretion is to be found in the fact that he has 
confided to him all the late queen’s confiden- 
tial papers, in order to make a selection there- 
from for publication in a species of royal 
history of her reign. These documents em- 
brace her correspondence not only with her 
ministers and with English statesmen, both 
in and out of office, but aleo with other mem- 
bers of the royal family and with foreign 
rulers, throughout a period of threescore 
years. Nor has’ any exception been taken 
to the king’s selection of Lord Esher for the 
task of compiling ‘‘ Queen Victoria’s Life and 
Letters’ from all this material, of such in- 
estimable value to the student of history. 
Indeed, it seems to be unanimously agreed 
that no better choice could have been made 
for the work. 

Lord Bsher, in the days when he was pri- 
vate secretary to the duke of Devonshire, 
used tokeepasmallracing stud. But hehas 
long since given this up, being unable to find 
the time required, to supervise his stables. 
Indeed, every hour may be said to be taken 
up with the business of his king. All the 
work of restoring, redecorating, and rear- 
ranging Windsor castle, and its transforma- 
tion into one of the most luxurious and per- 
fect of royal abodes in Europe, has been car- 
réed out by his suggestion and under his 
supervision. He has done the same for Holy- 
rood and for Balmoral,’ and he has con- 
verted Buckingham palace from one of the 
most hideous and unhealthy of metropolitan 
edifices into the stateliest and most dignified 
of royal homes. He possesses a perfect 
genius for arrangement, and the splendid 
blocks of government offices in Parliament 
street, as well as the new home of the Albert 
and Victoria Museum in South Kensington, 
may be regarded as a sort of memorial of the 
time when he was ‘in control of the govern- 
ment office of works./ He inaugurated t..ere 
an entirely new method in building govern- 
ment offices. He entertained the profound- 
est disbelief in the capacity of architects to 
design a public building suitable for the 
work of the government department. He 
therefore restricted the architects to the ex- 
terior, insisting that the arrangement of the 
interior should be left to his own department, 
the office of works.

With but two exceptions the char- 
acters the playwright has assembied for the 
development of her plot are hypocritical and 
deceitful. Not always present in the same 
degree but never lacking is this trait. There- 
fore, as a creator of character Miss Mer- 
ington is not consistent, for a much larger 
proportion of truth and sincerity is to be 
found im the human family than her char- 
acterizationg would indicate. \_ 

Judged on its merits as a piecé of dramatic 
writing, the new play is crude and amateur- 
ish in construction. Time honored devices 
are employed ‘constantly and the lines are 
frequently stilted and unnatural. 
not one novel idea worth singling out for 
commendation, The indiscretions of a wife, 
the threat of compromising letters, and the 
sacrifice of a sister’s fair name are the 
threads from which the plot is woven, and 
they have been used so frequently in days 
gone by and are employed so conventionally 
in the present instance that interest and 
sympathy are lacking. 

> 

The scenes are laidinasmall New York state 
town—Rose Valley—and the interest centers 
in the family of the minister, Dr. Ludlow. 
Christie, his only child by his first wife, is 
the good angel of the household and of the 
village. Nora, Dorothy, and Julian, the chil- 
dren of the second marriage, are tue first 
dissemblers encountered, for in the opening 
scene, while they are supposed to be study- 
ing diligently, they are going about their 
own pursuits. Dorothy is reading a trashy 
novel, Nora is writing a love letter, and 
Julian is drawing caricatures. Mrs. Ludlow 
is posing before clubs and societies as. @ 
model wife and mother, and is singulariy 
blind to her home duties. 

Vincent Adams, the owner of the Manor 
house anil the rich man of the neighborhood, 
arrives on the gcene in’ company with 
Brownell Mason, the copper king. ;Mason 
has been endeavoring to dispose of his wealth 
by founding a theological institution at 
Masonville, and it is in search of a young 
theologian, Bilis Price, that he comes to 
Rose Valley. Pricé and Christie Ludlow are 
in love with each other and for financial rea- 
sons @ marriage between them has been out 
of the question, but the arrival of Mason 
with his offer to Price clears the way. 

To free himself from the attentions of 
echeming daughters and matchmaking 
mothers Adams has caused the report of his 
marriage to be circulated, and, as he is a 
man of leisure and spends much time abroad, 
the villagers have no good reason to doubt 
the story. However, he, too, is a suitor for 
the hand of Christie, but, learning of her love 
for Price, makes a hasty departure for Eu- 
rope. 

Price, the smug young theoiogue, has had 
a previous affair of the heart, with Nora 
Ludlow, and although the wound fs but a 
scratch in her case, her vanity is hurt when 
she learns that her erstwhile lover has trans- 
ferred his affection to her’older sister. She 
determines to make. trouble betweem them 
and succéeds in placing Price in a compro- 
mising position, in which he is discovered by 
Christie. The elder sister, believing that 
Price has trified with Nora, insists on relin- 
quishing him, and Price and Nora marry 
and go to live in Masonville.

The second act is placed two year®é later. 
The minister, nagged by his wife, has been 
speculating in stocks and has lost all his own 
savings, as well as some church funds. In 
an effort to repay he has involved himself 
still more deeply with Deacon Gooch, anda 
mortgage on the home is about to be fore- 
closed. Price and Nora come home for their 
first visit, bringing a babe. In her first 
moment of confidence Nora tells Christie 
that she has become tired of Price and has 
indulged in a clandestine love affair with an 
artist. Her husband has learned of her de- 
ception and has brought her home. Nora 
brazenly boasts of her conquest, but for the 
sake of respectability asks Christie's aia in 
bringing about a reconciliation. This Chris- 
tie accomplishes, Price believing Nora’s Lies, 
and all is forgiven. 

Vincent Adams comes back to Rose Val- 
ley, bringing his nephew, Adrian Starr, an 
artist and the man inthe case, At a garden 


, party given at the Manor house Starr and 


Nora meet and she immediately falls under 
his influence. He is in possession of letters 
of hers, and under promise of returning 
them to her, Invites her to come to his rooms 
that night. Christie learns of Nora’s in- 
tention and goes in her stead, Starr is at 
first insolent and defiant, but finally accedes 
to Christie’s request and gives up the letters. 
Sne is about to leave when Price arrives, 
suspecting that his wife is with Starr. Chris- 
tie is discovered and shoulders the disgrace 
and the blame. 

The final act is a brief straightening out 
of the tangle. Nora does the one straightfor- 
ward act of her life and makes a confession. 
Adams wins Christie as his wife, and all the 
clouds that shadowed the “ House of Decep- 
tion ’’ are dispelled. 
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The weaknesses in construction are many 
and frequent. Whenever there comes a mo- 
ment’s pause, regardless of time and’ place, 
the village choir is brought in for the weekly 
rehearsal. When in the last act the chorus 
of villagers appeared an audible groan es- 
caped from an audience which had been ine 
dulgent throughout but was fast reaching 
the Himit of ite endurance. The scene be- 
tween Dorothy and Mason, in which a young 
and supposedly innocent girl is madeto force 
a proposal from a recently bereaved widower, 
may amuse the thoughtless, but its good 
taste is questionable. 

Charles Richman is featured, but his réle 
taxes him HUghtly. He has less to do than 
almost any one else in the chst. He is manly 
and convincing whenever the chance Is of- 
fered him. Miss Truax, as Christie, has the 
one opportunity in the play, and succeeds 
admirably. She has never made a more at- 
tractive appearance personally. Her Chris- 
tle was a sunny tempered, whole souled, 
courageous girl. She never overacted, and 
delivered her lines with a ring of sincerity. 
Her appeal to and defiance of Starr in the 
third act was well worked up and was award- 
ed much applause and several curtain calls. 

Lucille Flaven was decidedly at a disad- 
vantage, for a more despicable character 
could not have ‘been offered her than this 
Nora, who possessed no redeeming trait. 
Mary Ryan appeared as a scheming and de- 
signing ingénue, a new stage type and not a 
wholly pleasing one, but through no fault of 
Mise Ryan’s. 

Robert T. Haines came on only in the third 
act and had little to do. Louise Randolph 
made the part of Mrs. Ladlow sufficiently 
Gisiiked to warrant praise for her acting. 
R. ‘A. Roberts as Brownell Mason relieved 
the somberness of the theme when he ap- 
peared. May Vokes as Pleasantina, con- 
tributed one of her skillfully created slavey 
réles, never failed to arouse merriment and 
made the popular hit of the evening. Ada 
Gilman was conventional as the village gvue- 
sip, and Frederick Heider pleased as the pre- 
cociotis youngster.

M’GINNITY AND PEITZ SUFFER

Both Are Fined and Suspended by 
Pulliam, the Former Until Aug. 6— 
Umpire O’Day Soaked $50. 


New York, July 80.—President Harry C. Pulliam 
tonight announced hia finding in the cases of the 
players Peitz of Pittsburg and McGinnity of New 
York, who recently engaged in an altercation at 
the Pittsburg ball park. McGinnity is fined $100 
and suspended until Aug. 6.

Band, favorite in the betting, had come down 
with a fever, his temperature being 104. It 
was not believed he would start, but Mc- 
Guire warmed up the Colorado entry and de- 
cided to take the chance, with the result that 
Silver Band, after leading for more than 
three-quarters of a mile in the opening heat, 
gave it up In the stretch and finished fifth, 
He was sixth the second heat and then 
drawn, 


McHenry’s First Work Since 1903. 

With Silver Band barred in the pools, Ann 
Direct brought $25, Kenneth Mac. $14, Brill- 
lant Girl and Belle Isle $10 each, and Czarina 
Dawson $11, Allie Jay $5, and the fleld $:0. 
When it was announced from the judges’ 
stand that McHenry would drive Ann Direct 
in place of Ben Walker, a cheer went up. 
Not since the fall of 1908, when he gave Dan 
Patch the champion pacing record, had the 
Illinois reinsman appeared in a sulky, and 
as Ann Direct was known to be a peculiar 
mare to drive, there were many who doubted 
his success, 

In the opening heat Silver Band, that had 
the pole, went away ata great rate, consider- 
ing the track was slow and holding from the 
big rains, but Czarina Dawson was right 
with him and had the pole at the turn.

WILL BE MARKED UP 4% PER CENT 
BY SOME BANKS AUG. 1. 
President Reynolds of the Continental 
‘National Believes Money Situation 
Will Be Close as Usual This Fall— 
Movement of Grain Promises to Be- 
gin Early—Chicago City Railway 
Borrows an Additional $1,200,000 
‘Big Men’ sei ain in Wall Street. 


Some of the banks which have a few 5 per 
cent call loans out probably will mark them 
up to 56% per cent on Aug. 1. The demand for 
funds is reported good, although some insti- 
tutions are making records in the matter of 
deposits, 

Speaking of the money market yesterday, 
George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinental National, said: 

“ I believe we shall have this fall the usual 
close money situation. While New York 
seems to believe there will not be as large 
a demand upon the east this year ae last, it 
will be found that when the actual currency 
is needed it will first be drawn from Chicago 
and then from New York. It wiil be cash. 
The Chicago banks alone cannot furnish the 
currency which will be shipped and their 
next resort is their balances in New York 
banks. There will be plenty of credit in the 
country and it will move te New York. The 
exports of grain will lodge in New York in 
the form. of foreign exchange bills, but New 
York cannot replenish ite cash in the same 
way that Chicago can. , 

“The crop outlook is such that I believe 
money would be easier if the yield were not 
so large. It is true, though, that the move- 
ment of grain promises to be early and in 
view of the fact that so many borrowers have 
provided themselves with time funds, the 
money market may to this extent be helped.” 


City Railway Borrowings. 

The Chicago City railway company bor- 
rowed an additional $1,200,000, which, with 
the $1,800,000 borrowed some time ago, makes 
the company’s borrowings $3,000,000, against 
which debentures have been issued. Other 
than this debenture issue the company has no 
bonds. The money was loaned by the Illi- 
nois Trust and First National banks. The 
debentures bear 5 per cent jnterest. . They 
are short term paper. The proceeds of the 
latest loan will be used in trolleyizing the 
State street and Cottage Grove avenue lines.
